Ho-Chunk Nation Plaza crowned 
at Camp Randall Stadium at 
UW-Madison

A sign at Camp Randall Stadium 
is symbolic of a new partnership be- 
tween the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison and the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

Ho-Chunk members and govern- 
ment officials and university offi- 
cials gathered on Friday, September 
9, for a ribbon-cutting ceremony to 
dedicate the naming of the gate and 
plaza. 

“This is our homeland, a very 
sacred place where this city of Madi- 
son sits,” said Ho-Chunk Nation 
President Wilfrid Cleveland during 
the ceremony. “We have a lot of sa- 
cred lands in this area here. It’s good 
that we can make a partnership such 
as this, going into our future for the 
sake of our future generations that 
good things like this will continue to 
happen.” 

The partnership is for the naming 
rights to the gate near gate 5 , but of- 
ficials say they hope it leads to some- 
thing more throughout Wisconsin. 
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President Wilfrid Cleveland and Ho-Chunk members and local residents gath- 
er around University of Wisconsin - Madison Athletic Director Barry Alvarez 
within the new Ho-Chunk Nation Plaza gate at Camp Randall. 


“Like the University of 
Wisconsin, the Ho Chunk 
nation has been an integral 
part of our community and 
the state of Wisconsin,” said 
UW-Madison Athletic Di- 
rector Barry Alvarez. 

“We believe this relation- 
ship will offers opportunities 
to partner with Ho Chunk on 
initiatives and projects that 
are both meaningful and will 
have an impact on the Uni- 
versity, the tribal nation and 
the state of Wisconsin. The 
thousands of people who 
enter historic Camp Randall 
Stadium each season to sup- 
port the Badgers will enter 
through this gate under the 
Ho Chunk Nation name rec- 
ognizing the tribe’s special 
place in history,” Alvarez 
said. 

The sign is along Breese 
Terrace near the north prac- 
tice field. 

“This is a unique situation. 
Only one other gate has ever 
been named and that doesn’t 
have a plaza,” said Senior 
Associate Athletic Direc- 
tor Bruce Van De Velde of 
University of Wisconsin - 
Madison. 

“Camp Randall is a his- 
torical setting, having tens 
of thousands of people pass- 
ing through those gates,” 


Van De Velde said. “It’s a 
fitting setting for the history 
and culture of the Ho-Chunk 
people.” 

Beyond the naming oppor- 


tunity, the money provided 
by the Ho-Chunk Nation 
will have some designation 
to promote inclusion and di- 
versity on campus of Native 
Americans and has the op- 
portunity to sponsor a forum 
for them. 

To make all this possible, 
the Ho-Chunk Nation will 
be providing a gift of a total 
of $2 million over five years. 
The Ho-Chunk Nation Leg- 
islature paid for the sponsor- 
ship. 

The dedicated gate and 
plaza will provide an oppor- 
tunity for the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion to conduct events at the 
site. One such talked- about 
event is an annual powwow 
inside the stadium, Van De 
Velde said. 

Although the Ho-Chunk 
Nation has had an ongoing 
relationship with the univer- 
sity for many years, the pos- 
sibility of naming the Ho- 


Chunk Plaza has been in the 
works for about six months, 
he said. 

“Like the University of 
Wisconsin, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation has been an integral 
part of the community. Our 
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President Wilfrid Cleveland and Athletic Director 
Barry Alvarez cut the ribbon, marking the official 
opening of the Ho-Chunk Nation Plaza. 
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The Ho-Chunk Nation stands with 
the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe

The Ho-Chunk Nation has 
offered support to the Stand- 
ing Rock Sioux Tribe with the 
opposition of the construction 
of the Dakota Access Pipeline. 
The pipeline would transport 
crude oil from North Dakota 
to Illinois and it would travel 
under the Missouri River. It 
would be located very close 
to the Standing Rock Sioux 
Reservation. 

The Standing Rock Sioux 
Tribe filed an injunction 
against the Army Corps of 
Engineers to halt the approval 
process and construction of 
the Dakota Access Pipeline. 

On August 19, 2016 the 
Ho-Chunk Nation sent a letter 
of support to the Chairman 
of the Standing Rock Sioux 
Tribe. On August 23, 2016 
the Ho-Chunk Nation Legis- 
lature passed a resolution to 
support the Standing Rock 
Sioux Tribe against the Da- 
kota Access Pipeline. To date 
there are 188 Tribes and First 
Nations that have sent letters 
of support and resolutions 
to the Standing Rock Sioux 
Tribe. There are also 108 Or- 
ganizations, Cities and Busi- 
nesses that have sent letters of 
support and resolutions. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation held 
a food and supply drive for 
the Sacred Stone Camp in 
Cannon Ball, North Dakota 
from August 25-30, 2016. 

A group of representatives 
from the Ho-Chunk Nation 
delivered the supplies on 
August 30, 206 to the Sacred 
Stone Camp in North Da- 
kota. The delegation included 
Ho-Chunk Nation President 
Wilfrid Cleveland, Ho-Chunk 
Nation Representative Greg 
Blackdeer, Ho-Chunk Na-

and Edward Blackdeer. The 
group travelled to North Da- 
kota to deliver supplies to the 
camp and show support to the 
Standing Rock Sioux Tribe. 
The Ho-Chunk Nation tribal 
leaders met with the Standing 
Rock Sioux tribal leaders to 
find out if there was any way 
that we could be of assistance 
to them. 

The Sacred Stone Camp 
is not run by the Standing 
Rock Sioux Tribe but they are 


stewards of the camp and it is 
costing approximately $1000 
a day for trash removal and 
cleaning. There were about 
3000 people in the camp 
when the representatives trav- 
elled to North Dakota. 

There are ways that you can 
help. You can donate items to 
the Sacred Stone Camp or do- 
nate to the legal defense of the 
Standing Rock Sioux Tribe.

Contest powwows or 


Traditional powwows

The Ho-Chunk Nation sponsors at 
least four powwows per year: Memorial 
Day Powwow, Mitchell Red Cloud Day 
Powwow, and Labor Day Powwow in 
Black River Falls, and Neesh-la Pow- 
wow in Baraboo. In years past, all but 
the Mitchell Red Cloud Day, which is 
held on July 4, used to be contest pow- 
wows. 

Hosting a contest powwows over 
traditional powwows are highly debat- 
able. I think the contest powwows are 
more enjoyable to be at. Sure there are 
politics of the contest, but every contest 
is the same way. Competition will drive 
all participants to do better in their art 
of beadwork, feather work, dance and 
song. 

Making a nice set of bustles, bead- 
work, a colorful roach, or a great look- 
ing shawl, applique dress, and eagle 
feather fan takes time and concentration 
to construct. Some folks still pay at- 
tention to appropriate clan colors or 
designs. All of this thought promotes 
family generational interaction through 
the passing cultural knowledge. 

Dancing can be considered an art 
form. Dancing with rhythm and in 
step is an innate attribute and a natural 
thing. Contest dancing brings out each 
dancers best moves. The dancer has 
to be conditioned and physically fit to 
last four push-ups. Dancers also have to 
know how to dance to different types of 
dances and songs. 

Powwow singing is also an art form. 
Learning songs and being able to sing 
them in a manner to make people want 
to dance is a natural talent. Many sing- 
ers compose songs, which takes thought 
and time. Probably have to listen to 
hours of other songs to find a melody 


that’ll work. 

At traditional powwows, each dancer 
gets paid money per session. So regard- 
less of how many hours it took to make 
your outfit, you’ll get day pay. 

Is the qualm with money distribution? 
Do we want more Ho-Chunks paid at 
powwows? 

To spice things up at the last Labor 
Day traditional powwow, there were a 
handful of “specials” where contests 
were held. Why not just go all out and 
do a contest? 

I do go to traditional powwows for the 
social aspect, but you can notice a lack 
of excitement when you attend. I think 
that’s why this contests emerge from 
within the powwow committees. 

I’m sure food and craft vendors like 
to set up where there’s more foot traffic. 
Traditional powwows get a good crowd, 
but I think contest powwows are more 
fruitful for vendors. 

Is this the commercialization of our 
culture? 

If you pay a head staff to be there, 
that’s already commercializing the 
powwow. Dancers get paid to dance. 
Traditional powwows are more com- 
mercialized than contest powwows if it 
goes how many people are paid. I see 
contest powwows as awarding those 
who dance, sing, and work on their craft 
more for their efforts. 

People seems to associate the pow- 
wows with casino and how the powwow 
crowd will stay at the hotel, eat in the 
casino, and gamble at the table or ma- 
chines. The powwow isn’t a standalone 
cultural event. We always want more 
people in our casinos. 

Historically, the evolution of dance 
categories are associated with demands 
of native showmanship. Natives danced 


at Wild West shows and World’s Fairs 
as a means to earn income. What came 
from there is the fancy dance style. 

Should our world famous Ho-Chunk 
basket makers, who sell their baskets, 
be frowned upon like all the contest 
powwow dancers and singers? They 
are commercializing our culture just the 
same; for a profit. 

If the qualm isn’t about money distri- 
bution, but about sacredness. Like any- 
thing, it’s only as sacred as you make 
it. You can dance or sing your heart at 
either type of powwow. It’s an express 
of one’s self. It’s more likely to happen 
at a contest powwow. 

Herusga ceremonies or gatherings 
used to involve competitions of foot 
or horse racing for prizes. Contest 
powwows encompass the spirit of cer- 
emonies of old. Competition is always 
good. 

Other competitions the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion sponsors are the March Madness 
basketball tournament, a couple softball 
tournaments, and most recently a fight 
night in Wittenberg. In these events, 
other tribes dominate and take home the 
large cash prize. 

One of the more important factors of 
all of this competition is that we invite 
different tribes to join us and share what 
we have to offer. Visiting tribes bring 
good feelings and blessings. If they win 
a dance competition and wear a win- 
ner’s jacket at other powwows, interest 
of others to come to Ho-Chunk territory 
builds. 

All of our powwows have, at one time 
or another, been considered among the 
best powwows to attend. It would be 
nice to return to those glorious days. 
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Healthy habits for healthy babies

It is exciting celebrating 
the good news that you are 
pregnant! You are doing all 
the right things for a healthy 
pregnancy like eating healthy 
and getting extra sleep. The 
one health habit that can make 
a world of difference for you 
and your unborn child is to 
stop smoking. Below are 
some of the myths. . .and the 
facts, associated with smoking 
during pregnancy 

Myth #1:1 smoked during 
my last pregnancy and had a 
healthy baby, so this baby will 
be healthy too. 

Fact: Every time you smoke 
during pregnancy, you put 
your baby’s health at risk. If 
you smoked and had a healthy 
pregnancy in the past that 
does not mean your next one 
will be healthy, too. 

Myth #2: 1 am three months 
pregnant. There is no point in 
stopping now. The damage is 
done. 

Fact: There are benefits to 
quitting smoking at any stage 
of your pregnancy. If you quit 
now, your risk of having a low 
birth weight baby will be sim- 
ilar to that of a non-smoker. 
Quitting now also increases 
the chances your baby’s lungs 
will work well. 

Myth #3: There is nothing 
wrong with having a small 
baby. 

Fact: Low birth weight ba- 
bies are more likely to have 
serious health problems than 
normal weight babies. These 
problems can affect your 
baby’s health as a toddler or 


as an adult. Smoking dur- 
ing pregnancy increases the 
chances of having a low birth 
weight baby. 

Myth #4: Smoking relaxes 
me, and being relaxed is bet- 
ter for me and my baby. 

Fact: You may feel calmer 
when smoking, but the results 
inside your body are quite the 
opposite. Smoking speeds up 
your heart rate and increases 
your blood pressure. Every 
puff of a cigarette also in- 
creases the carbon monoxide 
in your bloodstream, making 
less oxygen available to your 
baby. 

Myth #5: Quitting smoking 
will be too stressful on my 
baby. 

Fact: Continuing to smoke 
during pregnancy harms your 
baby. Quitting smoking does 
not put extra stress on your 
baby. Quitting smoking is one 
of the best things that you can 
do for your health and your 
baby’s health during develop- 
ment in the womb and after it 
is born. By quitting smoking, 
you will be protecting your 
infant from the dangers of 
secondhand smoke and reduc- 
ing the risk of sudden infant 
death syndrome (SIDS). 

Myth #6: Smoking fewer 
cigarettes during pregnancy is 
good enough. 

Fact: There is no safe level 
of smoking. Even a few ciga- 
rettes a day means harmful 
chemicals will reach your 
baby and damage your health. 
It is never too late to quit. 
Quitting at any time during 
pregnancy is likely to reduce

the bad effects of smoking on 
your baby. 

Myth #7 : If I stop smok- 
ing, then I’ll gain too much 
weight. 

Fact: Many women are 
afraid of gaining weight when 
they quit smoking. If this 
sounds like you, pregnancy 
might actually be a good time 
to quit smoking. Gaining 
weight is normal and expected 
as part of a healthy pregnancy. 
Increasing the number of 
calories you eat during your 
pregnancy is both normal and 
healthy because it helps you 
get the calories, vitamins, and 
minerals that you and your 
baby need. Talk to your doc- 
tor to determine how much 
weight gain is healthy for you 
and your baby. 

Myth #8: The only way to 
quit smoking is cold turkey. 

Fact: There are other ways 
to quit smoking besides cold 
turkey. Pregnant women do 


have options to boost their 
chances of becoming and 
staying smoke free. Pregnant 
women who are considering 
quitting smoking should talk 
to their doctor before using 
any medications, including 
any “herbal products” from 
health food stores. More 
research is needed before 
we can say for sure whether 
medications that help you quit 
smoking are safe and effective 
for pregnant women. But this 
does not mean that pregnant 
women cannot get help quit- 
ting smoking.

Green recognized with state 
award for her role in child safety

gram as Child Passenger Safety Program of the Year.

Candice “Wiiha” Green 
received one of the biggest 
surprises of her life on August 
25. 

She received an award for 
her program as Child Pas- 
senger Safety Program of 
the Year at the 42nd Annual 
Wisconsin Governor’s Con- 
ference on Highway Safety in 
Green Bay. 

The award was a total sur- 
prise to Green. She didn’t 
even know she had been 
nominated. 

“I was just there, attend- 
ing the convention, when 
my name was called. I was 
shocked,” she said. She was 
a presenter at the conference 
and her supervisor Rob Voss 
previously nominated her for 
the award. 

Green is the Injury Preven- 
tion Program coordinator with 
the Ho-Chunk Nation Injury 
Prevention Program. The pro- 
gram consistently distributes 
car seats and participates in 
safety events throughout the 
state. The program reaches 
out to Tribal Head Start, 

Youth Services program and 
Tribal Women Infant Child 
(WIC) Program with child car 
seats and education. 

Each year Wisconsin Infor- 
mation Network for Safety 
recognizes an outstanding 
CPS Technician, CPS In- 
structor and CPS Program 
of the year that have been 
nominated by their peers and 


co-workers. The awards are 
in honor of Beth Kindschi of 
Monroe, Wisconsin, who is 
a lead instructor and pioneer 
in the field of child passenger 
safety in Wisconsin and on a 
national level. 

With her program, Green 
holds two educational events 
per year at each of the Ho- 
Chunk Head Start facilities, 
one at the beginning of the 
school year and another in 
February. 

“I touch on everything re- 
lated to motor vehicle safety, 
such as using seat belts, dis- 
tracted driving and proper 
use of child car seats,” Green 
said. 

She is working in many 
communities, but she also 
tries to be at many public 
events. 

Since she has been work- 
ing in the department, she has 
been part of many educational 
programs to promote vehicu- 
lar safety. One of those events 
is a mock crash in April 2016 
at Black River Falls High 
School, which included be- 
tween 300 and 400 students. 

It was a collaborated effort of 
the Black River Falls EMTs, 
the Mayo Health Systems of 
Eau Claire and her depart- 
ment. 

“People know my depart- 
ment for giving out child car 
seats, but in 2016 and 2017, 
another emphasis will be 
to campaign and educate to 
lessen or prevent distracted 
driving,” Green said. 


So, what she has been doing 
is gathering data for her study 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

“The numbers I have col- 
lected show that there is a 
steady increase in distracted 
driving, mainly people using 
their smart phones,” she said. 

To collect her data, she 
sets up a station where she 
can closely observe motor- 
ists, a different location each 
time, and count the number of 
people talking on their phones 
or texting. She can be found 
in highly visible areas around 
town at all times of the day, 
but mostly starting very early 
in the morning. 

The grant is asking for such 
information to determine the 
trend, both before and after an 
informational campaign. 

“But, in the meantime, I am 
still giving out car seats,” she 
said. Many of the car seats 
are given out to parents of 
children attending Ho-Chunk 
Head Start facilities. In to- 
tal, her department gives out 
between 60 and 80 child car 
seats per year. 

Green also serves as presi- 
dent of the Greater Black 
River Falls Area Safety Coun- 
cil, is in charge of the Injury 
Prevention Coalition, and 
participates in the Children’s 
Coalition.

A new District One Com- 
munity Center is on its way to 
finally becoming reality. 

Ho-Chunk Nation officials 
broke ground for its construc- 
tion on Friday, September 2, 
on its intended grounds in the 
new Wazee subdivision near 
the Mission area in Black 
River Falls. 

Plans for a new center had 
been discussed for years, but 
now the final go ahead has 
been given. Now the funding 
for the construction has been 
approved. 

The $15 million facility will 
be the primary base for Ho- 
Chunk Youth Services, which 
has been at the former bingo 
hall in Sandpillow since the 
1990s. It also will have room 
for public activities, such a 
wakes and funerals, which 
now postpone or cancel youth 
activities at the present facil- 
ity because of a lack of space.

“The community members 
got together. There was noth- 
ing in place for the youth back 
then. The members put to- 
gether to change the old bingo 
hall into a youth center,” said 
Ho-Chunk Nation President 
Wilfrid Cleveland. 

The bingo hall conversion 
was always a temporary mea- 
sure, said Cleveland. 

“Back then they were al- 
ready talking about a larger 
community center,” he said. 


“Seeing this beginning to hap- 
pen, I have so many feelings 
when I look forward to doing 
things for the next genera- 
tion.” 

District 1 Legislator Greg 
Blackdeer said that the 
groundbreaking is a “joyous 
event” which will serve both 
the youth and community 
members for many years. 

“It’s been a long, uphill 
battle,” Blackdeer said. “We 
have a debt of gratitude to the 
legislators to get this accom- 
plished. Without their support, 
we wouldn’t be here today.” 

One of the biggest advo- 
cates for the new community 
center is Susan Waukon, a 
former legislator who had the 
passion to see completion. 

“Plans changed every other 
week, we had community 
meetings and there was much 
discussion about including a 
(swimming) pool,” Blackdeer 
said. 

The new facility will 
have areas for community 
education, youth services and 
athletics and will provide 
separate spaces as needed for 
events and programming. 

The youth center will have 
classrooms, office space, a 
kitchen area and a multi-pur- 
pose gymnasium, and there is 
a tournament size gym with 
locker rooms, a fitness center 
and running track for athletic 
programming. 

There also are computer 
labs, sewing rooms, class- 
rooms and offices and meet- 
ing areas for community edu- 
cation. A large lobby area can 
handle the influx of people 
coming into the facility. A 
kitchen will be constructed for 
the Youth Center portion and 
another larger commercial- 
type kitchen will be provided 
for large community events. 

Alyssa Campbell of I & S 
Group, the architectural com- 
pany, she was pleased to be 
part of the experience. 

During their work, they 
identified three separate enti- 
ties and their needs, Campbell 
said. The groups involved are 
the community, youth and ath- 
letics. They talked about how 
each of the groups could func- 
tion without being disruptive 
to the other groups regardless 
of schedule. 

“We’re really excited to 


bring your passion and take 
this dream and make it a re- 
ality,” said Jason Recob of 
Miron Construction, the com- 
pany that has been selected 
for construction the project. 

A starting date has not been 


established yet, but the project 
should take approximately 14 
months, Recob said. 

Recob, who also was in- 
volved with Project Forward, 
said the new Community 
Center will be in a beautiful 


setting and it will be a beauti- 
ful building. He said it was a 
great project to combine both 
the needs and the culture into 
the building.

The Ho-Chunk Nation’s 
Southland Center has been 
thriving under the new man- 
agement of the Indoor Sports 
Management Group (ISMG). 
ISMG is starting its 3rd year 
of their management agree- 
ment with the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion. ISMG has been in the 
business of consulting, devel- 
oping, owning and managing 
indoor and outdoor athletic 
facilities since 2002. 

A big renovation took place 
once the management com- 
pany began managing the 
Lynwood property in 2014. 


The renovations included: 
adding new turf, installing 6 
new batting cages, installing 
4 basketball/volleyball courts, 
general painting, an addition 
of new kitchen equipment, 
new projector screen, new 
patio, new signage and im- 
provements to the landscape. 
Southland Center General 
Manager Annie Byrne states, 
“The transition has been re- 
markable since the day we 
walked in to now. It’s a brand 
new facility.” 

The facility offers 41 ,255 
square feet of turf floor arena, 
70’ batting cages, 4 hard- 
wood basketball courts, new 
concession stands, vending

It’s payback time of sorts 
for University of Wisconsin 
basketball star Bronson Koe- 
nig, who will travel with his 
brother, Miles, to help other 
Native Americans in North 
Dakota who are locked in 
a battle to block a pipeline 
through their reservation. 

Born in La Crosse, former 
Aquinas High School basket- 
ball star Bronson and brother 
Miles are members of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation, which is 
among several Wisconsin 
tribes that have signed a soli- 
darity pact with the Standing 
Rock Sioux, who are trying 
to block the pipeline through 
their reservation. 

The Koenigs are joining 
thousands of other Native 
Americans who have traveled 
to the Standing Rock Reserva- 
tion near Bismarck, N.D., in 
an effort to block the 1 ,172- 
mile pipeline. The Dakota 
Access Pipeline, or DAPL, 
is planned to through North 
and South Dakota, Iowa and 
Illinois, with a capacity to 
transport more than 500,000 
barrels of oil a day. 

The pipeline also is mapped 
to be routed under the Mis- 
souri River before continuing 
south. 

The protest took a violent 
turn last week when company 
security guards unleashed 
attack dogs on the protest- 
ers, many of whom sustained 
puncture wounds from dog 
bites, their blood dripping 
from the canines’ mouths. 

The Tribune could not reach 
21 -year-old Bronson for com- 
ment Monday afternoon, but 


he told Yahoo Sports: “I hope 
to bring awareness to the 
cause and give everyone there 
a little bit of joy and a little bit 
of hope. 

“I want to take time out 
of my schedule to pray with 
them and protest with them 
and show them that I’m right 
alongside them,” said Koenig, 
a senior point guard who was 
one of the key players in the 
Badgers’ return to the Sweet 
16 earlier this year. 

‘They’ve always had my 
back whether I have an aw- 
ful game or a great game, and 
this is my way of repaying 
the favor,” said Bronson, who 
also intends to arrange a free, 
three-hour basketball clinic 
for Native American youths 
Saturday at the Standing Rock 
reservation. 

Koenig, whose mother 
is Ho-Chunk, has emerged 
as a role model for Native 
American 
youths, 
featured 
on bill- 
boards in 
and around 
Black Riv- 
er Falls, 
where the 
Ho-Chunk 
Nation is 
headquar- 
tered, to 
discourage 
texting Miles Koenig 
while driv- 
ing. 

Koenig also has emerged as 
a national symbol, seen as an 
inspiration because he is one 
of the few Native Americans 
to have achieved such promi- 
nence on the court.

other Native Americans to 
Koenig flood social media 
in advance of big Wisconsin 
games, according to Yahoo 
sports. 

When the Badgers play in 
other Big Ten arenas, Native 
American families with no 
connection to the Badgers 
flock to the games, wearing 
replicas of Koenig’s jersey 
and waving posters with his 
image on them. 

“In the native American 
community, I would compare 
his platform to a LeBron 
(James) or Carmelo (Antho- 
ny),” said trainer Clint Parks, 
who will accompany the 
Koenigs. “For his community, 
that’s what he is to them. 

“I’ve had the opportunity to 
work a couple different camps 
at reservations with Native 
American kids this summer, 
and these kids are not say- 
ing they want to be LeBron 
or Steph,” Parks told Yahoo 
Sports. “They’re saying they 
want to be Bronson Koenig. 
They can’t really identify with 
LeBron or Steph (Curry). But 
they see Bronson, and they 
think, ‘That’s me. If he can do 
it, I can do it.’” 

The trip from Madison to 
the Peace Garden State — an 
ironic nickname, considering 
the volatility of the pipeline 
fracas — will take about 11 
hours. They plan to stop at 
one of several protest camps 
south of Bismarck. 

The gathering has grown for 
the past six months, multiply- 
ing exponentially in recent 
weeks as tension has mounted 
between the Sioux and the 
pipeline company. 

“I just felt obligated to 
help,” Miles Koenig said in 
an interview with the Tribune 
on Monday. “I felt a calling 
from within me to stand and 
protect.” 

The Koenigs plan to take 
much of their own clothing 
but also are accepting dona- 
tions, Miles said. Also on 
the truck will be food, water, 
blankets and other supplies, 
he said. 

The Koenigs are not the 
first Ho-Chunk to travel to the 
North Dakota prairie to help 
and support the Sioux. 

Ho-Chunk President Wilfrid 
Cleveland and a half-dozen 
other tribal representatives 
recently took a trailer full of 
provisions to the protesters, 
and the tribe has raised money 
at its gaming operations to 
send to the protesters. 



Bronson Koenig, who has be- 
come a role model and celeb- 
rity among Native Americans, 
is hauling supplies to the 
Standing Rock Sioux reserva- 
tion in North Dakota. “In the 
Native American community, I 
would compare his platform to 
a LeBron (James) or Carmelo 
(Anthony),” said trainer Clint 
Parks, who will accompany 
Koenig and his brother Miles 
on the trip. “For his commu- 
nity, that’s what he is to them.” 

Cleveland told Madison TV 
station News 3 that it is im- 
portant for the nation’s tribes 
to take a stand — and stand 
together, despite their differ- 
ing traditions and ceremonies. 

“If you’re an indigenous 
person, we all have the water, 
we all have the environment 
as a connection,” Cleveland 
told Channel 3 . 

The protests are important 
for the entire country, not just 
Native Americans, he said. 

“The big concern that we 
have is not only for us, but it’s 
for everyone, no matter what 
race you are,” Cleveland said. 
“We know that these pipelines 
they’re putting in — it’s not 
a chance of if they’re going 
to burst, or if they’re going to 
leak. It’s when.” 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers approved the $3.8 
billion pipeline to cross under 
the Missouri River a mile 
north of the reservation. 

The Standing Rock Sioux 
also insist that the pipeline’s 
construction could damage 
sacred sites and burial places. 

Energy Transfer Partners, 
which is building the pipeline, 
contends that the pipeline is 
safe. It will add thousands of 
jobs, with financial benefits 
including generating millions 
of dollars of income and sales 
taxes to state and local gov- 
ernments, according to the 
company. 

Asked about the company’s 
decision to release attack dogs 


on the protesters, Miles Koe- 
nig said, “It’s basically com- 
mitting felonies.” 

“It’s insane how the govern- 
ment allows that,” especially 
since local authorities have 
taken no action against the 
company and, in many cases, 
deputies seem to be backing 
up Energy Transfer’s security 
details. 

The attacks were against 
“children and pregnant wom- 
en. It breaks my heart,” said 
Miles, a community outreach 
organizer at Three Rivers 
House, a Ho-Chunk branch 
office in La Crosse. 

After a circuit court judge 
ruled Friday against the tribe’s 
request to halt the pipeline 
construction, three federal 
agencies suggested that the 
company stop the work vol- 
untarily. 

The Justice, Army and In- 
terior departments also issued 
a joint statement saying, “We 
appreciate the District Court’s 
opinion. However, important 
issues raised by the Standing 
Rock Sioux Tribe and other 
tribal nations and their mem- 
bers regarding the Dakota 
Access pipeline specifically, 
and pipeline-related decision- 
making generally, remain.” 

The statement said further, 
“The Army will not authorize 
constructing the Dakota Ac- 
cess pipeline on Corps land 
bordering or under Lake Oahe 
until it can determine whether 
it will need to reconsider any 
of its previous decisions re- 
garding the Lake Oahe site 
under the National Environ- 
mental Policy Act (NEPA) or 
other federal laws.” 

Shortly thereafter, President 
Barack Obama, who visited 
Standing Rock in 2014 and 
vowed to offer more support 
not only for that tribe but also 
other Native American com- 
munities across the country, 
encouraged the order to stop 
the work. 

“I applaud him,” Miles said. 
“I feel he’s always heard the 
voice of the natives.” 

The Koenig brothers plan to 
take some of their own cloth- 
ing, especially warm clothes, 
and any donations that people 
offer, Miles said. 

“They’re going to be out 
there all winter,” Miles said of 
the protesters.

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Journey of Hope 
into the world of

They say an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of 
cure. But in the diabetic com- 
munity, prevention is price- 
less. Armed with that knowl- 
edge, the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Department of Health held the 
11th Annual Journey of Hope 
Conference at the Monona 
Terrace in Madison at the end 
of last month. 

“We’ve been doing this for 
1 1 years now,” said Health 
and Wellness Coordinator 
Sara Peterson. “This year, 
it’s a more broad spectrum of 
events than we’ve ever done 
before.” 

The two-day event focused 
on educating the Native com- 
munity about various health 
issues, particularly diabetes. 
More importantly, it provided 
support to tribal members af- 
fected by the disease. 

“Native Americans are very 
prone to diabetes,” Master of 
Ceremonies Dash Thunder 
said. “It’s just the way it is.” 

For that precise reason, the 
HCN Department of Health 
has been hosting the annual 
conference since 2005 in or- 
der to raise awareness about 
diabetes and some basic meth- 
ods of prevention. This year’s 
conference proved to be quite 
different than the previous 
conferences, though. Before, 
the event focused solely on 
adults affected by diabetes. 
But this year, the conference 
also included a portion dedi- 
cated entirely to youth. 

“The last ten years have 
been mainly focused on dia- 
betes and adults,” Peterson 
said. “This year, we are going 
into Health and Wellness with 
a youth aspect as well.” 

The idea for a youth portion 
of the conference came from 
the Youth Services Division. 


At last year’s conference, Di- 
vision Director Lanette Walk- 
er pitched the idea of a youth 
day to members of the Health 
Department. Without hesita- 
tion, the department agreed to 
her idea. 

“Let’s do something now,” 
Walker said. “Let’s get [the 
children] to change their 
minds about the things that 
they put in their bodies, or 
what they do for their bodies, 
and try to help them under- 
stand that there’s different 
choices out there that they can 
make.” 

The conference included 
presentations in the morning 
that were led by members of 
the Health Department. In 
the afternoon, the team split 
off into breakout sessions that 
addressed more specific topics 
concerning health and well- 
ness. One of these sessions 
was the “7 Self Care Behav- 
iors for Diabetes” - presented 
by Certified Diabetes Educa- 
tor Chris Frederick. 

“Most of the messages we 
give in the presentations are 
positive,” Frederick said. 

“We give some factual stuff. 
But we try to steer clear, in 
our presentations, of scare 
tactics. It’s more the positive 
end of things.” 

Another breakout session 
was led by Motivational 
Speaker Way Ion Pahona, Jr., 
who delivered the keynote 
speech on the second day 
of the conference. Pahona 
shared his personal experi- 
ences to help motivate those 
affected by diabetes. 

“The purpose of the con- 
ference is more to educate 
people about their health and 
wellness,” Pahona said, “and 
understand the issues that can 
go on if you have diabetes.” 

To generate more participa- 
tion in the event, this year’s

conference also included an 
enrichment night that featured 
traditional Ho-Chunk games. 
These games included Kasu, 
Pinaga, and the Moccasin 
Game. 

“We also have beading of- 
fered,” Peterson said. “So 
there’s different little classes, 
different little fun things for 
enrichment night.” 

The activities proved en- 
gaging, and helped people 
understand the connection 
between mental and physical 
wellbeing. In fact, everything 
involved with this year’s con- 
ference focused on raising 
awareness of individual health 
and wellness. 

“We really got to pay at- 
tention to what we’re doing,” 
Walker said. “So let’s help 
our young people understand 
what could happen.” 

Parents deeply appreci- 
ated the inclusion of a youth 
aspect. And overall, those 
involved in setting up the 
event consider the conference 
a great success. 

“This year is the largest 
conference that we’ve had,” 
Peterson said. “It’s also at 
one of the biggest venues that 
we have had. So this year’s 
kind of a landmark in history 
right now.” 

Everyone at the confer- 
ence learned something new, 
including coordinators of the 
event. But hopefully, children 
gained the most. 

“There’s more and more 
youth getting diabetes now,” 
Thunder said. “And we want 
to make sure that they can get 
a grasp, and understand diabe- 
tes early on so it doesn’t catch 
up to them later on in life.”
